Wilkerson Post, a leading citizen 


and .veteran tobacco 
raiser

xown of: Fulton, passed away at his 
home last Friday.- ..The decedent'was 
a native of the Buckeye .state and was 
eighty-three years 'of age; His school 
education was'limited to a few win- 
ters' study in the district schools and 
at the age of fifteen he was .thrown 
upon his .own resources to-scratch out 
a livelihood as bast he could. '-Ho be- 
gan to' work -as -an-'apprentice -to a 
tailor. This-he gave up for the coop- 
ering trade- and coopering for blacli 
smithing. 
But the latter 
was too 


heavy for his physical powers and he 
learned the trade of 
wagon; maker, 


which he pursued until 1853 when lie 
bade'farewell to his native home and 
journeyed to Wisconsin. Madison was 
his'objective point and here he lived 
for a ' year.. Mr. Post then came to 
Rock county and purchasing IfiO acres 
of unbroken land, soil in its primitive 
state, in the town of, Fulton, settled 
there.

RAILRO'AD LEGISLATION. 


It is generally understood that the 


President 'contemplates tailing an ex- 


. tra session ot congress in October, to 


consider the one question oC enlarg- 
ing tlio power oC the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 


In his message 
to congress 
last 


winter he .recommended action, but 
the session closed before the question 
was reached. The' senate was skep- 
tical as to the advisability of con- 
'1'erring rale-making power on the com- 
mission and ,when, congress adjourned 
a senatorial- 'committee was appointed 
.to investigate conditions and report 
'results at the extra. .session. 


This committee lias beQn- in session 


for the last two months and business 
men, 
farmers, .manufacturers 
and 


railroad men have been given a hear- 
ing; The arguments in favor of non- 
interference on the part of the 
go\- 


ernment haye been^ so strong and the 
concensus of opinion so much of. a 
.unit, that the committee hardly feels 
warranted 
in endorsing- the- 
policy 


recommended by the President. One 
of the senators 
in ..speaking . of the 


men .who appeared before the 
com 


mitt.eo in favor of increased authority, 
said: 


"I have -never seen 'a weaker lot • of 


witnesses, with the exception of the 
interstate 
commerce 
commission 


than those who argued in favor of the 
preisdcnt's recommendation. . Against 
the virtle 'minds of the railroad man- 
agers and attorneys they had as much 
chance as a toothpick in a cyclone.

"Chicago striking teamsters are not 


all in accord with the present strike." 
This was the statement of a Janes- 
ville resident who has recently been 
in Chicago. 
"I talked with several 


teamsters," he continued, "and found 
that even though they were acting as 
pickets at the railway depots, they 
did not. favor the present strike. They 
hoped the troops would not he called 
out. as ic 'might lead, to bloodshed, 
and expressed • the sentiment that it 
w.as not the' union men themselves, 
but sympathizers, who created all the 
disturbances and hurt the cause gen- 
erally. The men spoken-to were for- 
merly drivers for Marshall Field and 
Montgomery Ward. They were clean- 
cut lool;inpr sort of fellows and ex- 
pressed sincere regret over the-con 
dftion of affairs. 
One 'cabby' I talk- 


ed to wore a red button on-' his coat 
and explained if-he did not wear that 
he would be mobbed. 
He said he 


o.wned his own'outfit, but that since 
the strike besan he had not made 
living wages. If it did,not soon clear 
up he would have to mortgage his 
learn. Every express-wagon and ma- 
ny of the retail delivery stores have 
guards of four on all the wagons they 
send out. I snw.. several mobs col- 
lect on the streets when wagons driv- 
en by non-union men. were Knocked 
over and saw one man chased by a 
crowd, but really saw no violence, al- 
though I heard of plenty of it in the 
lumber district. 
1 talked with one 


of the militia officers, who told me 
men from each of the companies in 
every regiment in Chicago were 
on 


duty, night- and day at the armories 
waiting the call for troops. 
The 


men's' outfits are all packed and rea- 
dy for instant service; ball -cartridge!* 
with three bullets in each shell have 
been •Issued' and 'will be used. I was 
surprised 'to find that there:is a strong- 
sentiment against the employers' as- 
sociation among business
